CLEAN TREES AND BRIGHT 

FRUIT KEYNOTE OF CIT- ' 
RUS SEMINAR 

Clean trees and bright fruit cannot 
abide with citrus diseases and pests. 
Two or three years ago a new disease 
threw growers into a panic. Cer¬ 
tainly there was raiise for alsrni, but 
in many cases thoie same grow«»f* 
accept the old tliicases and pests |» 
a maUer of course and allow them to 
go on draining their trees and marking 
their fruit. Whether the cause is In¬ 
difference or inability to cope with 
(heir troubles, the results are the 
same. Tliuusundi of dollars are lum 
annuully. 

Iniiicalions are that the losses wtll 
be heavier from unclean trees and 
marked fruit. This is not a result of 
more severe attacks by diseases and 
insects, but a result of the market's 
revolt. People want clean fruit and 
dealers who cater to them discrimin¬ 
ate against unclean fruit. The mar* 
ket will take care uf Indifference, but 
enlightenment is the only cure 1^ 
those who arc willing and unable to 
produce gooif fruit. 

As a result of the demand* of ihe 
market, the Citrus Seminar at the 
University of Florida. October 17 to 
40 Inclusive, will offer a number ol 
denionstratmns and exbildts valualde 
to growers. A new phase of the Setii* 
inar this year will be demonstrations 
and exhibits of sprayiug machinery. 
K. E. l. handler, of the College of En- 
giut'critic. will give lectures and de¬ 
monstrations on the use of gasoline 
and other engine*. A good man will 
l>e obiaincd to discuss itpraymg ina- 
i'hinery from an engimering view¬ 
point. 

Seven companies have agreed t«> 
exhibit power sprayer*. Uluplays and 
demonstrations of this macitinery will 
give the grower nn opportunity to 
compare it in the light of his needs. 

The exhibits of diseases and pests 
will be greater than ever and better 
arranged to show the damage they 
cause. The h^Ivantagei .of control 
measures will be contrasted with no— 
treatment methods. — .Agricultural 
News Service.
